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Budget At $14.9M 
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Schoolmen Will Ask Voters 
For Modification Of Prop 2% 


The School Committee made their way 
through the first part of an estimated $14.9 
million fiscal 83 budget Tuesday night, 
approving all but $73,000 of the adminis- 
tration’s recommendations on a first pass. 
But the schoolmen intend to come back 
again for a second and third pass, Chair- 
man Joseph Finn said: ‘‘We will be very 
thorough.”’ 

Whether the schools will in fact have a 
$14 million-plus budget or one closer to 
$12.9 million depends on how the select- 
men and Andover voters feel about mod- 
ifying Proposition 2%. 

Recent legislation would let voters 
exempt bonded indebtedness from the lim- 
its of 2%. The school committee hopes 
Andover will exempt debt service for the 
$13.72 million school building project from 
the tax-cutting law, to ease its pressure on 
their operating budget. 

The schoolmen voted this week to ask 
the selectmen to insert a referendum 
question on such an exemption on the 
March annual election ballot, and Michael 
Giammusso will appear before the select- 
men next Monday night with that request. 
If the selectmen agree, a majority of 
voters must approve the referendum ques- 
tion. 

“Our only interest here is to preserve 
the school system,’’ Richard Neal said 
Tuesday. ‘Without this particular item 
(the debt service exemption), we’re really 
going to be up against it.” 

For the time being, the committee is 
working with a $14.9 million level service 
budget — but they also plan to consider a 
$12.9 million “devastation budget” later 
on, one nearly $1 million smaller than the 
fiscal 1982 budget. 

The schoolmen spent almost two hours 
beginning to wade through the budget line 
by line this week, before a roomful of 
parents whom Finn praised for appearing. 
“It is very gratifying to see you here,’’ he 
said. ‘‘You are doing yourselves and your 
children a service.”’ 

The committee plans to finish their first 
pass during later meetings, scheduling 
extra meetings if necessary, the chairman 
said. 

This year, Business Manager Francis 
Paul has broken down the budget catego- 


from both the contemporary and tradition- 


ries into more detailed sub-categories, to 
match standard state budget categories. 
The level-service budget represents a sev- 
en percent increase over the fiscal 1982 
budget of $13.9 million. 

On their first pass, the committeermen 
made their first major cut in the teaching 
account, which includes teacher salaries 
as well as teaching materials and class- 
room supplies. Noting that because of 
declining enrollments, Andover will prob- 
ably cut five elementary teachers next 
year (please see related story in this edi- 
tion), the schoolmen estimated that they 
could cut more than $67,000 from the ac-

count, reducing it to $8,450,000 from the 
recommended $8,517,179 

They cut another $6,000 from the $355,- 
515 business office budget by trimming the 
funds estimated for temporary help, 
bringing that account down to $349,000. 
John Eaton, who suggested the cut, said, 
“It’s peanuts, but it all adds up.”’ 

And Giammusso wondered if the posi- 
tion of computer director, included in the 
business office account with a $22,447 sala- 
ry, might be put off for another year. A 
computer programmer is currently fulfil-

Five Teachers May 
Be Eliminated 


By Sue ue Aucella Deacon 


Declining enrollments may spell at least 
five fewer teachers in Andover schools. 
next year, according to preliminary pro- 
jections from the school administration. 

Those teachers would be taken from the 
elementary level; it is too soon to tell if 
the secondary teaching staff will have to 
be cut as well, the assistant superinten- 
dent said Tuesday night. 

It appears that enrollments will drop by 
about 300 students, from 5,378 this year to 
5,071 next year, Assistant Superintendent 
Charles Mitsakos told the School Commit- 
tee. That reduction is in line with declining 
enrollments of the last few years, he said. 

The new figures may bring pupil-teach- 
er ratios ‘‘back to desirable’’ levels, he 
indicated, with ‘overall minor reduc- 
tions” at the elementary level and “an 
overall drop’ at the secondary level as 
well. 

Mitsakos said one teacher would proba- 
bly be cut from each of the elementary 
schools, Bancroft, Sanborn, South, and

ling some functions of that position, Paul 
said. The committee asked the adminis- 
tration to find out how deleting that posi- 
tion would effect both the business office, 
and educational programs. 

Richard Neal questioned a $509,770 ac- 
count for the program advisors, but the 
committee moved that account — “‘on a 
first pass only,’’ Neal emphasized. He 
asked why the advisors’ $1,200 budgets 
from last year were all automatically 
increased by seven percent, to $1,284. 
Some of those departments might need 
more, he said, while some could probably 
do with less. 

The committee moved to accept a $70,- 
557 budget for the superintendent, includ- 
ing salaries for the superintendent and his 
secretary, and a $55,731 budget for the 
assistant superintendent. Both are level 
funded. 

But they also approved a $14,995 contin- 
gency salary account that would allow 
eight percent raises for the superintendent 
and his secretary, and the assistant super- 
intendent and his secretary, along with the 
plant engineer, business manager, and 
personnel secretary. Those employees do 
not have contracts, and may negotiate for 
salary increases this year. 

The budget for the personnel office was 
approved at $39,543, up from last year’s 
$41,693, with the increase attributed to the 
increased cost of advertising position va- 
cancies in newspapers. 

The schoolmen approved the principals’ 
account in the amount of $582,785, witu 
salaries and expenses increased over last 
year’s $539,113. That increase represents a 
seven-percent inflation factor, Asst. Supt. 
Charles Mitsakos explained, as well as a 
33.3 percent increase in postage, ‘‘a major 
item in this account.’’ (The account in- 
cludes services to the student body, such 
as mailing report cards, course cata- 
logues, and orientation and graduation 
expenses. ) 


» The budget for textbooks in all subjects 


was approved at $92,732 on the first pass. 
That account includes funds for a long- 
term replacement program to replace 
worn-out or obsolete texts, as well as 
rebinding of books. 

The library account was approved at 
$53,500, in¢reased from last year’s $50,000. 
Most of those funds will be used to replace 
obsolete and worn books and to buy a 
small number of new books, the adminis- 

* tration reported. The committee approved 
the audio-visual account at $301,697, in- 
creased from $277,518; that includes films- 
trips, recordings and films, and repair 
parts. 

And finally, the committeemen ap- 
proved a $268,274 budget for the guidance 
department, up from last year’s $238,688. 
This account funds testing services such 
as achievement and aptitude tests, Mitsa- 
kos said, and expenses will incréase this 
year because no testing was done last 
year; tests will be given this year. 

Still to be considered on a first pass are 
accounts for evaluation and psychological 
service, recommended at $114,109; health

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Andover Represents Turkey At Model U.N. 


Political process in an international context is the 
focus of a new social studies course at Andover High 
School this year. 

Called the Harvard University Model United Na- 
tions, the course is centered around an intense half- 
week of simulated United Nation's acitivites. This 
year’s group of 21 Andover delegates met with approx- 
imately 2,000 representatives from 170 high schools 
from around the country. Political issues and proce- 

.dures are the same as those faced by delegates to the 
‘real’? U.N. in New York. For many students, the 
conference led to some unexpected revelations regard- 
ing the inner workings of the political process. 

In-class work included a detailed study of the work- 
ings of the United Nations, plus a presentation made to 
elementary chool students as part of United Nations 
Week in October. High on the list of priorities, howev- 
er, was an in-depth study of Turkey, the country 
‘‘represented”’ by Andover at the Model U.N. Students 
needed to be able to see things from the Turkish point 
of view, as the nature of the Model U.N. activities 
required delegates to be able to formulate on-the-s 
positions as the flow of events dictated. One groffp of 
students visited the Turkish Embassy ip Boston as a 
means of obtaining insight into positions likelyto be 

held by that country. 

' At the conference, every student has a specific 

committee assignment which was known well in ad- 
vance of the actual conference. In this way, students 
converging on Harvard from points in the United 

States and some'foreign countries fit into a logical 

framework for the Model U.N. activities. The struc- 
ture of the entire program plus the presence of three 

Andover High School teachers as chaperones contrib- 

uted to the businesslike atmosphere of the conference. 

Harvard University students provided the chairper- 

sons for each session, as well as the actual meeting 

places. All students and faculty chaperones attended a 

general orientation session at the start of the confer- 
ence, and were provided with a comprehensive guide 
to the Harvard campus and nearby points of interest. 

The generally high maturity level of the students, 
plus their keen interest in the weekend’s activities, did 
the rest in making the program a learning experience 
of:the most intense kind. 

Not all was work, however, as the program provided 
for social ‘activities of a formal and informal nature. 
Harvard University also provided students access to 
selected classes and the facilities of the Widner Li- 
brary, although it’s not known how many actually took 
advantage of the offer. 

As in all learning activities, recognition of accom- 
plishment was an integral part of the Model United 
Nations. This came in the form of awards both to 
individuals and entire delegations, based on a broad 
spectrum of skills actually demonstrated during the 
course of the weekend.

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Achievements Outlined, At) Bon, Secours, Meeting 


The Bon Secours Hospital annual meeting featured a 
review of the hospital’s activities and achievements in 
calendar year 1981, and a glimpse into the future for 
community health care, in reports by Judge John E. 
Fenton, Jr., of Andover, hospital president, Dr. Her- 
bert J. Hatem, president medical staff, William L. 
Lane, of Andover, director, and Robert DeVore, presi- 
dent, Health Systems, Inc. 

Among the noteworthy events cited by Judge Fenton 
were: 

¢ Construction of the first-phase of the hospital’s 
building program begun in September and scheduled 
for completion by December 1982. Phase I of the 
building program consists of a two-story addition to 
the west wing of the hospital to provide 25 additional 
acute inpatient psychiatric beds and 34 new medical- 
./Surgical beds. 

¢ A major community-wide capital campaign, Ex- 
pansion ‘83: New Dimensions in Kindly Care, was 
initiated to raise a minimun of $2 million to help meet 
the over $3.3 million cost of Phase I of the building 
program. 

An assistant hospital director for external opera- 
tions was appointed to develop and operate new serv- 
ices that expand beyond hospitl inpatient activities. 

¢ A Department of Quality Assurance was estab- 
lished to bring together all aspects of patient care 
evaluation and safety control. . 

¢ A $27,207 grant from the Ministry to the Poor 
Committee of the Health Care Corporation of the 
Sisters of Bon Secours was awarded to Bon Secours 
Hospital to implement a new program titled ADAPT 
(Adolescent Development and Parent Training). 
ADAPT is a community-based parenting program 
designed to provide young mothers and pregnant ado- 
lescents in Greater Lawrence with the skills and 
information to help them become effective parents.

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Stained Glass Window Will Be Dream 


Come True For Andover Couple, Church 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Andover Artisans Ted and Ann Traver, with stained glass patterms and

Today it is a blank wall, adorned only with paneling. 
But next spring, the wall behind the altar of St. 
Joseph’s Church in Ballardvale will be graced with a 
stained glass window fashioned in a burst of rainbow 
colors. That window will represent a dream made 
real, not only for St. Joseph’s parishioners, but for the 
two artisans who are creating the window as well. 

Three large companies submitted designs for the 
church window — but the assignment went to Ted and 
Ann Traver of Andover, who have been working with 
stained glass together for just two years. It is the 
largest project they have ever undertaken, and the one 
that means the most to them. 

‘‘When we first started doing stained glass together, 
we thought one day we'd like to do a rose (round) 
window for a church,’’ Ted Traver says, explaining 
why he and his wife entered the design competition, 
“and here was our opportunity.” 

‘Right here in our own town,” Ann Traver adds. 
‘This really was our dream. And it really was extraor- 
dinary for us to win the competition.” 

Funding for the stained glass window has been 
donated by the John Cronin family, in memory of 
Cronin family members. 

Last fall, St. Joseph's 100th anniversary celebration 
committee sent a letter to parishioners asking for 
donations to help improve the church, as part of the 
celebration. The letter listed the items a donation 
could buy, and a stained glass window was included on 
that list as ‘‘a pie-in-the-sky type of thing,’’ committee 
chairman Norma Gammon recalls. ‘‘We knew we'd 
never get it.” in ovie

But John Cronin stunned the committee by offering 
to donate the window: “He told us to put it in if we 
wanted to,’ Gammon says happily. ‘‘Just put it in.” 

Stained glass companies from Needham, Newbury- 
port and Boulton, ‘‘large companies that have done 
this for years and years,”’ submitted designs for the 
window in November. It was purely by chance that the 
Travers even learned of the competition. 

“It just was a fluke,”’ Ann Traver says. Gammon 
mentioned the competition in casual conversation with 
a friend of the Travers — and the friend suggested 
Gammon give Ann Traver a call» She did. 

A former interior decorator, Ann Traver has at- 
tended the New England School of Art in Boston, and 
Ecole de Beaux Arts in France. She began experiment- 
ing with stained glass 15 years ago, ‘‘strictly as a 
hobby,”’ and taught herself the craft by doing ‘‘a lot of 
reading and asking questions.” 

The Travers were married in 1978. Ted Traver is an 
English teacher and girls’ tennis coach at West 
Boylston High School, as well as an accomplished 
amateur photographer. By the time he “‘kind of got 
intrigued” by Ann’s stained glass-making tools and 
decided to try his hand at her hobby, it had become 
‘almost non-existent’’ for Ann. 

Together they started making ‘‘domestic pieces”’ for 
friends and family —windows, hangings, shutters — 
and each piece seemed to lead to a request for another. 
Examples of their work can now be seen in a fraternity 
house at the University of North Carolina, a Beacon 
Hill Joft;,a London. kitchen’, ‘“‘Traver Artisans”’ have 
also exhibited at,Andeyer/sannyal Crafts in the Park.

A Christmas gift they made for a French wine 
company Ann worked for (the company’s logo done in 
stained glass) led to a number of projects, and finally, 
five weeks in Bordeaux, France last summer. There 
they made three large stained glass windows for a 
chateau the company is restoring, in exchange for 
their travel expenses and a place to stay. 

“That really was a wonderful experience, living in 
France and working as stained glass artisans,’’ Ann 
says. The couple learned a lot about their craft by 
watching artisans at work in the ‘‘old French studio”’ 
where they bought their supplies. 

During that summer in France, and another trip the 
summer before, the Travers admired the rose win- 


dows in ancient cathedrals, and their dream of some- 


day creating a church window of their own was born. 

After Ann met with Norma Gammon and visited the 
chutch, the Travers spent ‘two weeks of a lot of 
hours’ designing a window for St. Joseph's. Their 
sketches and written presentation were ‘“‘wonderful,”’ 
Gammon says. 

Why did the Travers’ design impress the selection 
committee far more than those submitted by the three 
large studios? The Travers noted the symbols, shapes 
and colors used in the church’s existing stained glass 
windows and echoed some of those elements in their 
design. Gammon explains. And their window includes 
religious symbols that ‘‘tell a whole story,”’ she adds. 

St. Joseph's new window will be set in a wooden 
frame slightly larger than 19 square feet. At the center 
of the round design is a flaming heart pierced by an

arrow, the symbol of St. Augustine (St. Joseph’s 
church is a sub-parish of St. Augustine’s). Around the 
heart, spokes of flame shoot out toward eight symbols, 


each set in a circle around the outside border of the’ 


window. 

The symbols came from ‘‘a lot of studying of Chris- 
tian symbolism,’’ Ann says. They include a cross, 
representing Christ; a hand, representing God the 
Father, before a rainbow, representing God’s cove- 
nant with the faithful; the Greek letters alpha and 
omega, representing the beginning and end of Christ’s 
life; and a descending dove, representing the Holy 
Spirit. 

These alternate with four flowers, representing four 
attributes of the Virgin Mary: a rose, for her divine 
love; an iris, for her sorrow; a lily, for her purity; and 
a daisy, for her simplicity. 

The window will be done “in the colors of the 
rainbow, because that is us,’’ Ted explains. ‘‘We use 
the rainbow a lot in our work.’’ The colors will be 
worked in subtle gradations: there will be, for exam- 
ple, eight shades of green and blue alone. 

And it will be built in a wooden frame because St. 
Joseph's is ‘‘an old wooden frame building, and we 
thought the window ought to be in keeping with the 
whole church,”’ Ted says. The frame was built by 
Bruce Pederson, a young West Boylston cabinet-mak- 
er and a former student of Ted’s. 

Just as they shared the design process —‘‘I’d design 
part and he’d criticize it, then he'd design part and I’d 
criticize it,’ Ann says — they will share the work of 
building the window. Both know how to do each step in 
the slow process, but Ted usually cuts the glass and 
Ann pieces the sections together. When they run into 
snags, they switch roles — or, on a bad day, just put 
the project away for a while. 

Ann sometimes works alone during the day at a 
workbench in their cozy home, which is alive with 
color and texture in every room. But most of the work 
is accomplished in the late afternoon, and on weekends 
and vacation days, when Ted is home from school. 

“It goes much better and more quickly when we 
work together,”’ she explains. ‘‘It’s a whole lot more 
fun. We work well together.” 


They use traditional techniques that have been used 
for centuries, joining the pieces of glass with lead 
(called lead cane) and soddering them together. “‘It is 
just as if we were working for a church back in the 
Middle Ages,"’ Ann says, ‘‘and that’s something we 
like.” 


“It takes a very, very 
long time. It is slow patient 
work---you-just can’t go 
fast. We do it because we 
love it, and we are usually 
very pleased with the work 
when it’s finished.”

The only difference, Ted points out, is that they use 
modern tools, such as a glass cutter and a soddering 
iron. ‘But the techtrique is practically the same.” 

They are working on each section of the window 
separately, beginning with the heart at the center of 
the design. As Ted cuts the intricate red, white and 
yellow pieces one at a time (‘‘it has to be cut very, 
very accurately’), Ann places them on a pattern on 
her workbench. The pieces are held together with nails 
pounded into the bench while she carefully fits the lead 
cane around the edges of each piece, then welds the 
lead together with her soddering iron. 


The Travers estimate that each section will take 
them two full days to complete. There are 42 pieces in 
the heart symbol; some of the sections have up to 60 
pieces. There are 49 openings in the frame to be filled, 
1,000 pieces of glass to be cut, one by one. 

“It takes a very, very long time,’’ Ann notes. ‘‘It is 
slow, patient work — you just can’t go fast. We do it 
because we love to do it, and we are usually very 
pleased with the work when it’s finished.”’ 


Not always, however: Ann remembers one piece, a 
hanging commissioned in honor of a couple’s 50th 
wedding anniversary, that was ‘‘awful’” when it was 
done. They began all over again. That happened be- 
cause a Stained glass artisan cannot hold a work up to 
the light to see how the colors and shapes really look 
together until it is completed. 


Building St. Joseph’s window will be particularly 
exciting for the Travers, in part because they will 
insert each section into its place in the frame as it is 
completed. That will make the sometimes tedious 
process of ‘cutting piece after piece’’ of glass more 
fun, Ana says. “It will be extremely rewarding to 
watch it as it progresses.” 


The Travers are working toward a May | deadline, 
and looking forward with what Ann calls ‘“unbelieva- 
ble, absolutely wild” anticipation to the day their 
window will be installed behind the altar at St. 
Joseph’s. 


Even after they had won the competition and bought 
the glass to work with, Ann says the project still 
seemed like a dream to her — until she saw Bruce 
Pederson’s huge white frame sitting in her living 
room. 

“Then,” she says, laughing, ‘‘then I could say, My 
gosh, we really are going to build it.’’ 


Former Academy Swim Coach 
Authors Book On Drownproofing 


Boston University swimming coach, Dr. Reagh Wet- 
more, a resident of Andover, has authored a book 
entitled ‘‘Drownproofing Techniques.” 

Wetmore, who also serves as the university’s direc- 
tor of aquatics, is considered one of the nation’s 
foremost experts on drownproofing, a method de- 
signed to use the body’s natural buoyancy to conserve 
energy and allow swimmers to remain afloat for long 
periods. This method has also proven to be a natural 
way for people to learn how to swim and lose their fear 
of deep water. 

Wetmore, who came to Boston University in 1970 as 
the aquatic director and has since guided the Terrier 
men’s and women's teams to Greater Boston and New 
England Championships, has spent the past 25 years 
travelling around the world conducting clinics on 
drownproofing. 


With his guidance, adults and children of all ages, 
nonswimmers, physically disabled and emotionally 
disturbed, have learned to sustain themselves in deep 
water for many hours -without stress or struggle. 
Through his teaching, clinics, publications, TV and 
radio appearances, Wetmore has brought the tech- 
niques of drownproofing to the attention of millions. 

Author of several nationally-published articles, Wet- 
more has directed drownproofing programs for the 
Peac Corps and Outward pag Sage earnest 
his drownproofing program on ’s “Today ‘ad 
and ABC's “Good Mork ng America” and ‘To Tell The 


Truth."’ His adaptation of drownprooting has been 
featured in ‘‘Parade,’’ ‘‘People,’’ ‘‘McCall’s” and 
‘‘National Geographic.”’ Recently, he supervised an 
award winning instructor training film, ‘“‘Drownproof- 
ing: The Priority for Everyone,” produced by Vision 
Associates of New York. 

Wetmore’s latest wok is published by The Stephen 
Greene Press, Brattleooro, Vt. It is written for use by 
the general public, parents and swimming instructors 
with sections on programs for schools and colleges, 
teaching infants, instructing the handicapped, moti- 
vating nonswimmers along with advice to sailors, 
boaters and surfriders. 

Wetmore holds a bachelor of science degree from 
Acadia University in Nova Scotia, Canada. He ob- 
tained his master’s from Springfield College in 1950 
and earned his doctorate from Boston University in 
1972 

Prior to his coming to Boston University, Wetmore 
served as head swimming coach at Andover Academy 
where he developed two national champions and 22 All- 
Americans during his 16 years.He was also one of the 
first recipients of the academy's prestigious Claude M. 
Fuess Award for outstanding contributions to the pub- 
lic service. The award, which he received in 1967, was 
bestowed on Wetmore for his accomplishments in the 
Peace Corps. 

Wetmore, who lived in Andover from 1950-66 and

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Town Could Become Unique 


In Regulating Heliports 


Andover may become the first community in the 
country to regulate the building of heliports, the Com- 
munity Development and Planning director told the 
Planning Board last week. 

“Most communities simply don’t feel the need,”’ 
Director Jonathan Gilmore said. But the Zoning Board 
of Appeals does feel the need, in light of a request from 
Digital Equipment Corp. to build a heliport at one of 
its three Andover sites (all in various stages of plan- 
ning or construction at the moment.) 

The ZBA had asked the planners to come up with a 
heliport zoning bylaw in time for annual town meeting, 
and the board took a look at Gilmore’s initial thoughts 
on the bylaw last Tuesday. 

Gilmore suggested that heliports be located only in 
industrial districts; that the ZBA use ‘‘flexible crite- 
ria” to evaluate heliport proposals; and that the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration review proposals for 
safety and noise standards because ‘‘they are in a 
better position to make those judgments than we are.” 

The FAA has agreed to review the designs because 
they do not expect Andover to receiye many requests

The Planning Board will decide whether or not to 
approve preliminary plans for a proposed 21-house 
subdivision at Turner Farm off South Main Street on 
Tuesday, Jan. 26, extending their original Jan. 18 
deadline.

The developer may also calculate the amount of open 
space to be deeded to the town —required in cluster 
developments — based on the acreage of the clustered 
lots, rather than the total acreage, Arnold has found. 
- That, Chairman David Gravallese said last week, 
‘‘leaves us with a policy issue’’ of whether the plan- 
ners want to approve the combination of conventional 
and clustered lots, “‘or not.” 

Last month’s public hearing revealed that abutters 
are most worried about potential drainage problems 
building houses on the former apple orchard might 
create.

for heliports, the director said. ‘“They believe we could 
be the first community trying to regulate heliports.”’ 

But a closer look at the zoning bylaw this week 
showed that heliports are already allowed in business 
end industrial zones, under the section of the bylaw 
governing accessory uses. 

The planners Tuesday night agreed to tighten up that 
section of the bylaw by adding new requirements on 
noise and air pollution near residential zones, or noise- 
sensitive zones (such as a hospital zone), Gilmore said 
yesterday. A special permit would be required for a 
heliport, and the FAA would still review and approve 
proposed heliport designs. 

Andover already has one heliport, located at the 
Sheraton-Rolling Green on Lowell Street. That heli- 
port is used about once a year, Gilmore said. Digital 
officials say they would probably use their heliport 
once a week: “It has the smell of a corporate status 
symbol,’’ he commented. 

A poll of other large corporations located in Andover 
showed that they ‘‘just don’t see ever having to have 
one,’’ Gilmore added. 


“‘T have substantial questions about the adequacy of

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Troubled Adolescents Compound 
Difficulties Due To ‘Friends’

“Emily”’ is brown-haired and pretty, a 
soft-spoken 15-year-old. She has run away 
from home six times, and she has spent 
more than one night sleeping in a van or on 
somebody’s porch. Four of those escapes 
from fights with her mother lasted only 
one night, and each time she was taken in 
by a friend’s family. 

Like Emily, “Pam” is 15 and a student 
at Andover High School. And like Emily, 
she has run away from home several 
times. She is blonde and self-assured. ‘‘I 
was getting into a lot of fights with my 
parents, so I just left,’’ she explains. “‘I 
figured that would take away my preb- 
lems. I didn’t plan to go back.” 


The names are not their own, but their 


problems are real. And those problems 
are shared by growing numbers of stu- 
dents who think the answer is to leave 
home. 

Recently, school officials and the Police 
Department have noticed a fairly new 
twist in the runaway problem: Troubled 
adolescents are leaving home, but they 
are not leaving town. Sometimes they 
continue to attend school each day — while 
their often frantic parents wonder where 
they are. 

The runaways are almost always girls, 
and most are high school sophomores of 15 
or 16, AHS Assistant Principal Wil Hixon 
explains. There have been approximately 
eight cases “that have been brought to the 
school’s attention” since September, he 
says. ‘‘It’s a growing problem.”’ 

High school adjustment counselor Wen- 
dy Palmer points out that adolescents are 
often ‘‘under a lot of pressure and stress to 
do well at school, to be accepted as part of 
a peer group, to join extracurricular activ- 
ities.’’ And when life at home adds up to a 
series of arguments and power struggles, 
running away ‘‘just looks like a way out.”’ 

But very few runaways end up ‘‘on the 
streets," Palmer says. Instead, they turn 
to a friend, and the friend’s family may 
take them in for a few days — or, in at 
least two cases, for up to three weeks, 
Hixon recalls. 

When a runaway is ‘‘very well-cared 
for’ and continues to attend school, it 
becomes easier to stay away from home, 
and harder for anyone outside the home to 
realize something is wrong. Often, the 
runaway’s parents may be ‘too emba- 
rassed’’ to admit their child has left home, 
and they may wait several days before 
contacting the school, according to the 
assistant principal. 

When families harbor a neighbor's run- 
away child, they may create ‘‘a great deal 
of tension and bitterness between fami- 
lies," Hixon says. The parents of some 
runaways are considering taking legal ac- 
tion against their neighbors. 

But the family offering shelter to a 
runaway often “feel they are doing a good 
deed,’’ he says. The runaway may tell her 
friend’s parents she has been abused at 
home, so they are afraid to return her to 
her parents. Or she may simply lie to the 
neighbors, saying she needs to stay over- 
night while her parents are away on vaca- 
tion.

“Bringing a third party into the situa- 
tion can provide a service to these peo- 
ple,’ Hastings explains. ‘‘There is always 
something available for these kids, wheth- 
er they are genuinely in need of a different 
environment, or if they’re just playing 
games, for whatever reason.”’

case, the child chooses to return home, he 


says. ““These are not evil parents — it’s. 


just the home situation.’’ If necessary, 
Hastings can refer the family to a counsel- 
ing agency. 

But, Palmer emphasizes, the juvenile 
officer is not obliged to pick up the child 
and return her home immediately; in 
many cases, a cooling-off period is consid- 
ered necessary, she explains. 

Families drawn into a runaway’s prob- 
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lems should contact Hastings or Social 
Services to help them decide what to do 
when faced with a child’s ‘‘horror stories 
— which may or may not be true,’’ she 
adds. ‘‘Kids can be very convincing, and a 
normal adolescent’s problems can sound 
like an emergency. Parents may need 
professional assistance to help them sort 
it out.”’ 

Palmer encourages both the runaway 
and her family to seek professional help. 
“It’s not abnormal. It doesn’t mean you’re 
a bad family. It’s natural to have that kind 
of crisis at home, and families shouldn’t 
be embarassed.’’ Short-term family coun- 
seling is available at the school, and she 
notes that that is often all that’s needed to 
see a family through a one-time commu- 
nications problem. 


When students feel that ‘‘pressures are 
building,’’ they should talk to someone at 
school — Palmer, the Peer Counseling 
group, a guidance counselor — pefore they 
get the urge to run away, she says. 


And if there is a ‘‘blow-up’’ at home, and 
a child ‘‘needs to get away,’’ Palmer urges 
the child to call home. ‘‘Stay with a friend, 
but let your parents know where you are. 
It can avoid a lot of problems later.” 


Pam got tired of running, of “‘having no 
money, no clothes, no shower, sleeping on 
the floor. After a while you start running 
out your welcome, and then it’s no fun 
anymore. You want your own room back, 
your own bed. You want to be home.”’ 
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She is getiing counseling now, and find- 
ing things ‘‘pretty good’’ at home. Her 
parents haven’t changed, she says, but she 
is more willing to live by their rules now: 
“I’m bending.” 

Emily is back with her mother now, too, 
but she is not getting counseling. ‘“My 
mother wants me to, but I think if I have to 
go, she should go, too.’’ She feels leaving 
home taught her to compromise, and she 
plans to ‘‘try really hard’ not to run away 
again. But if she does, ‘it would have to be 
forever.” 

“You don’t really think about it,” Pam 
says of running away. “You just do it.”’ 

Emily agrees: ‘It’s a real ernotional 
kind of thing.”’ 

But a decision made in a heated moment 
can lead to long-term consequences, 
Palmer says. ‘‘If a runaway is reported to 
the police, that child is thrown into the 
whole legal system,’’ she explains. “It 
makes the issue far more complicated 
than it was. A child can end up in court, or 
on probation. It’s not fun to stand in front 
of a judge.” 


And running away can become a habit, - 


the counselor adds, a ‘‘solution’’ that a 
child turns to again and again. But it is not 
a solution at all. 

“You're not going to learn anything 
about how to work your problem out, or 
where to get help in working it out by 
running away,”’ Palmer says. “‘As trite as 
it may sound, it’s true — seldom is there 
anything solved by running away.”

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Classification Rejected 


Andover selectmen must make a decision on whether 
to use a classification system in adopting the town’s 
new valuations and establishing the tax rate. 

The matter has been discussed for some time and the 
board has reviewed the matter at length. Hopefully a 
final decision will be reached by the selectmen Monday 
night in order to allow the wheels to be set in motion for 
completing the task of the revaluation program and 
setting the tax rate. 

Adoption of a classification program would basically 
shift the tax burden from residential homeowner to 
commercial and industrial properties. The shift would 
in essence provide little relief to the homeowner, while 
the formula would place a heavier load on the business 
and industrial community. 

It is a false assumption to presume that business and 
industry are better equipped financially to meet tax 
burdens than is the homeowner. 

When the cost of operating a business increases, the 
general public bears the burden one way or another. In 
the commercial area, costs are passed on to consumers. 
The same is true of industry, with the added onus of 
possible cutbacks in employment to save money, or 
decision made to relocate, should the real estate cost 
commitment become overbearing. 

Andover has been most fortunate in recent years to 
have acquired several new industrial plants, all consid- 
ered to be community-oriented. In some cases they 
have assisted the town in the development of utility 
lines to the industrial parks with financing plans de- 
signed to save local taxpayers money. 

Thanks to efforts of local officials working with indus- 
trial real estate brokers and developers, Andover now 
has an industrial tax base of which other communities 
are, no doubt, envious. 


Kor the town to now decide to alter their plan of 
assessment and taxation, after working so hard to 
obtain this type of industry would be sheer folly. 

The actual savings would find the homeowner maybe 
realizing a benefit of $150 or so, while the commercial 


and industrial properties would be paying an additional 
several thousand dollars. 

In terms of services received for tax dollars ex- 
pended, the homeowner has a definite advantage. 

It seems, then, that the classification plan shuld be 
scrapped and the same formula used for years in asses- 
sing property in Andover be applied. 

In addition, the selectmen should make that decision 
Monday night and not leave the matter hanging and the 
overall process of completing the revaluation program 
kept dangling even further. 

While there may be something to be said about the 
delays caused by the PRC Jacobs Co. firm which did the 
work, now that it is so close to completion let’s not have 
any further holdups due to failure of the selectmen to 
make a decision which would seem to be logically an 
easy one.

It prohibits efforts 
to change the world’s weath- 
er for military or otherwise- 
hostile purposes. 

American presidents have 
been concerned with the pos- 
sibility of “weather wars” 
for at least 10 years. We’ve 
seen secret memorandums 
on the subject.

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Time To Honor The Timer. 


For Erwin Neal, running the clock at all Andover 
High home basketball games has been a labor of love 
over the past quarter ‘century. 

Erwin has been a fixture at the scorer’s table in the 
Dunn Gymnasium since the mid-1950s and tomorrow 
night, when the Golden Warriors host Lawrence High, 
‘Pop’ Neal will be honored for his years of quiet 
dedication to the AHS hoop program. 

The recognition is long overdue for the likeable local 
sportsman, who has been involved with athletics either 
as an official, coach, administrator or timekeeper for 
50 years. 

Mr. Neal began officiating basketball, football and 
baseball in 1932, and was active in that capacity until 
the 1970s when he retired after several years with the 
Andover Junior Football League. 

The only major sports Erwin never arbitrated were 
ice hockey and soccer, the latter not gaining real 
acceptance until just recently. 

Mr. Neal was an outstanding athlete at Dover High 
in New Hampshire, emigrating to this area in 1937 and 
moving to Andover in 1954 after living 17 years in 
North Andover. 

He has been involved with the International Little 
League program for the past 37 years, spending the 
last 25 summers as the Massachusetts District 14 
commissioner. 

As the District 14 Little Leaguecommissioner, Er- 
win has endured the slings and arrows that are a part 
of any such job. 

The decisions he has made through the years, includ- 
ing expelling several teams from the orgnization, have 
not always been popular. 

However, more importantly, the decisions he has 
made have been honest, correct and in keeping with 
the integrity of the Little League program. 

‘I don’t make these rules, but I do enforce them,” 
he remarked once. ‘‘it hurts me to make some deci- 
sion, but what's right is what has to be done.” 

Former Lawrence Alderman Jim O'Neill got Erwin 
interested in the Kiwanis-sponsored Lawrence Little 
League organization during the second year of its 
existence. 

“The first year my team only won two games,” 
recalled Erwin with a chuckle, ‘‘but a few years after 
that we won the City title.”

Mr. Neal went on to coach two Lawrence City 
championship squads during his 11 years as a coach 
there. 

Erwin and his son, Dick, joined forces to direct the 
fortunes of the Andover Babe Ruth baseball team for 
one summer, and Dick later became one of the most 
successful Little League coaches in Andover history 
by guiding the National league Cardinals to numerous 
division and town championships. 

Dick Neal was also an assistant basketball coach at 
Andover High for two years, and that’s what led to 
Erwin assuming the duties of timekeeper. 

“Years ago I used to ref the JV games,’ related 
Erwin. “‘And after that Fred Polgreen would keep the 
scorebook for the varsity and I'd handle the clock.” 

Since that time numerous scorekeepers have come 
and gone, but Mr. Neal keeps pushing those buttons 
he’s pressed so many thousand times. 

This year the Andover High basketball booklet is 
dedicated to Erwin, and the text of the dedication 
contains some nice words from veteran AHS varsity 
coach Wil Hixon who has known Mr. Neal since the 
days he (Hixon) was coaching in Plymouth, N.H. 


‘It is with great pride and pleasure that we dedicate 
our basketball program this year to Erwin Neal, a 
friend, gentleman and sportsman. . . 

‘‘His honesty, friendlinessand expertise have been a 
hallmark of what our program stands for.”’ 

The text concludes with the sentence: ‘‘Just a per- 
sonal note. Mr. Neal, ! want to say thanks for myself, 
all my past and present players and managers for just 
being the gentleman and sportsman you are’ — Wil 
Hixon and Andover Basketball. 

Erwin returns to compliment. 

‘I can honestly say over all the years it’s been a 
very pleasant relationship,” he noted. “I can’t remem- 
ber one really bad moment with any of the coaches, 
athletic directors or kids.”’

Snow began falling again last Wednes- 
day night and continued into Thursday 
providing another no-school day and also 
an extended vacation as students and tea- 
chers were scheduled for Friday off with 
the observance of the Martin Luther King 
holiday. 

There was a brief respite from the el- 
ementa on Friday, but on Saturday it was 
back to snow and icy roads once again 
during the afternoon and evening. 

This was followed by the biting chill of 
Sunday and Monday as the sub-zero tem- 
peratures, accompanied by. winds pro- 
duced a brutal wind-chill factor. 

Many residents had a difficult time 
Monday morning getting cars started, and 
pipes burst along with. water surges in 
industrial building, due to the cold. 

Public works department crews were on 
the roads throughout the storms and over 
the weekend combating ice conditions 
where necessary. 

About 7:15 p.m. Monday, residents were 
alarmed as houes began shaking with an 
earthquake; centered in the Laconia, N.H. 
area. Some attributed the sudden tremor 
to jets, others to an explosion, while some 
thought it may be cold-related, but in any 
case, the telehones at the public safety 
center were busy seeking information as 
to what had happened. 

There was no damage reported from 
this the second ‘quake in the New England 
area in a two-week period. 

Tuesday was almost ‘tropical’ as the 
temperatures climbed into the teens for 
the first time in a week and Wednesday 
was even warmer.

the weekend. General long-range fore 
casts indicate a return to colder tempera 
tures and some precipitation, althougl 
meteoroligists indicate it is too early t 
tell whether it will be snow, sleet or rain

d. Existing drainage patterns; 

e. Areas having slopes exceeding 10%; 

f. Areas to be disturbed during construction; 

g. Areas where earth and other material subject 
to erosion will be temporarily stockpiled; 

h. Areas to be used for disposal or storage of 
construction debris, stones, stumps, etc. if on 
site; 

i. Temporary and premanent erosion control mea- 
sures planned, such as sediment basins, storm 
water basins, diversions, rip-rap, stabilization, 
seedings, etc. ; 

j. Temporary work roads to be used during pro- 
ject. 

. A program containing the-procedures which the 
developer will follow to ensure adherence with the 
basic principles and design guidelines (Sec. 
IV.G.). All of the listed principles and design 
guidelines may not apply to every project. 

2. AMEND Section IV. by adding the following 
new Paragraph ‘‘G’’ (Soil Erosion and Sedimenta- 
tion Control). 

G. SOIL EROSION AND SEDIMENTATION 
CONTROL 

The technical reference which the Planning 
Board uses to review subdivision plans for the 
effectiveness of the erosion and sedimentation 
plan is ‘Guidelines for Soi] and Water Conserva- 
tion in Urbanizing Areas of Massachusetts’’, 1977, 
U.S.D.A. Soil Conservation Service, Amherst, 
Massachusetts, as updated from time to time. 

In general, the Board considers the following to 
be good basic principles to be used when planning 
any subdivision site: 

1. Plan and utilize land and water resources giving 
prime consideration to site suitability and soil 
limitations based on soil surveys and interpreta- 
tions; 

2. Develop an overall plan for land use, erosion 
control, and water management; 

3. Protect adjoining property from damage or haz- 
ard from land disturbing operations; 

4. Make best use of existing topography and natural 
land features to fullest extent possible; 

5. Limit clearing, grading, and slope modifications 
to those consistent with good land use; 

6. Conserve and utilize existing vegetative cover to 
fullest extent possible; 

7. Make permanent vegetative plantings that are 
compatible with specific soil and site conditions; 

8. Control erosion and runoff; 

9. Protect surface and subsurface waters from pol- 
lution; 

10. Control dust; 

11. Protect stockpiles from wind and water erosion. 

The Board considers the following to be the 
guidelines to be used: 

1. Limit grading to only those areas actively under- 

going current construction; 
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2. The smallest practical area of land should be | 


exposed at one time during development; 
3. Limit the length of time graded areas are ex- 


posed ; 

4. Provide temporary or permanent stabilization of 
critical and se ee areas at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. Limit exppsure to less than 60 days; 

5- Retain and- ore t aS mOén of thé niattral 
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tion as possible; 


. Permanent improvements such as streets, utili- 


ties, storm sewers, vegetated waterways, and 
other features of the development should be 
scheduled for installation to the greatest extent 
possible before removing the vegetative cover 
from an area scheduled for building construction; 
Protect all fill slopes and cut slopes exceeding 
five feet in height from storm runoff through the 
use of diversion berms, drop chutes or by other 
acceptable means; 


. Rough-graded rights of way awaiting installation :

rary, all projected at 18 students to one 
teacher. 

The largest class size is projected for 
Bancroft’s third grade, with more than 28 
students. 


Class sizes are expected to drop in every 
subject at West Junior High, East Junior 
High and Andover High, with the excep- 
tion of mathematics at West. That ratio 
may rise slightly, from 22.8 to 23.1. 

At the high school, smallest class sizes 
are projected in foreign languages, with 
19.1 students, while largest class sizes 
may be in social studies, with 22.3 stu- 
dents. 


At West, the largest ratio is 25.1 stu- 
dents per teacher in science; the smallest 
is 21 students per teacher in mathematics. 
At East, the smallest ratio is 21.2 in sci- 
ence, and the largest, 25.3 in social stud- 
ies. 


Projections show the largest number of 
elementary students will be in the West 
contemporary program (618), followed by 
those attending Bancroft (584), Sanborn 
(458) and South (401). The smallest num- 
ber will be in the West traditional pro- 
gram (274). Elementary enrollments are 
expected to total 2,335, down from this 
year’s 2,539. 


Students at West Junior High will still 
outhumber those at East, with 786 at WJH 
compared to 628 at EJH. The high school 
enrollment is projected at 1,322, for a total 
secondary level enrollment of 2,736, down 
from this year’s 2,838.

Chairman Joseph Finn said he was con- 
cerned by the disparity between projected 
enrollments for the two junior highs, not- 


ing that ‘‘equalization of services”’ for the 
schools has been hard won in recent years 
— and now might slip away again. 


Finn said he hoped the new school build- 
ing program, which will convert the Do- 
herty school into a junior high to replace 
East, will help that situation. Mitsakos 
responded that some redistricting may be 
in order when the building program is 
complete. 


The chairman added that the adminis- 
tration’s projections ‘‘may be out the win- 
dow’ unless voters decide to exempt 
bo: indebtedness for the $13.72 million 
building project from the restrictions of 
Proposition 2% during the March election. 
(It is still up to the selectmen to decide 
whether they even want to place that ref- 
erendum. question on the ballot.)

The school committee maintains that 
bonding for the building program would 
cripple their budget under 2%. Without the 
exemption, ‘‘it could be a question of 
whether we want a one to 35 ratio with a 
football team, or a one to 30 ratio without 
a football team,” Finn said. ‘‘That’s the 
kind of thing we’re talking about.”
